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TAKING STOCK 
Novel. 


It was peace on this lay 
fifteen years ago. A period 
had been put to over four 
years of insensate carnage, 
four years of tremendous sacri- 
fice, of enormous human cour- 
of fortitude and all 
qualities which disaster 
demands from mankind and so 
readily obtains. And the people 
of the world rested from killing 
each other and expressed the 
devout hope that the war to end 
all wars had been fought. In 
that hope seven million lives 
had been laid down on the field 
of battle. How many millions 
more died as the direct result of 
the appalling catastrophe which 
August, 1914, ushered in, it is 
Impossible to. say, but in terms 
of life the price which the world 
pald to regain. its sanity re- 

resents a formidable total, And 
it was with the knowledge of the 
huge bill which had been 
met by suffering humanity, and 
the realisation that stil) much 
Payment had to be made, that 
the world looked forward ‘so to 
arranging its affairs that no 
such occurrence should ever 
happen again. It was with high 
hopes that the statesmen of the 
world sought 
manent, pavilion of peace, ‘They 
knew the objective before them. 
They had to settle once and for 
all all those outstanding ques- 
tions in which were the latent 

for further breaches of 
universal understanding. It w: 
4 superhuman task. Indeed most 
of the problems emerging since 
the outbreak of the war, the end 
of which is being commemorated 
to-day, 
such dil 





























Most of them have not yet been 
resolved. Attempts have been 
made and solutions found which 
have withstood the test of time 
but for a very short period, and 
they have proved to be either no 
lution at all’ or but a very 
small contribution towards the 
ultimate answer. If there were 
a time when the world seemed 
internationally minded, it must 
have ‘been during the ‘frst few 
years after hostilities came. to 
an end, But since then it has 
been fighting a rearguard action 
against war rather than prepar- 
ing a direct offensive for the 
capture of a permanent peace. 
Economic conditions have arisen 
which have forced 
protect themselves rather than 
combine in a general organisa- 
tion of universal well-being. To 
old quarrels have been added 
new reasons for enmity and it is 
becoming increasing vlear as 
each day passes that humanity 
may yet have to learn many 
more tragically severe lessons 
before it becomes spiritually 
fitted to enter upon that 
millennium on which its eves are 
80 despairingly fixed, 

It is on days such as these 
that time can be set aside to 
take stock of all that has been 























attained—or lost. On this 
Armistice Day, when the souls of 
the dead live again in the 


memories of those that love 
them, it is possible to see that 
all for which they made their 
gallant sacrifice, all for which 
the clear-eyed ‘youth of the 
nations so. willingly offered 
themselves, has not yet been 
achieved and is still a long way 
from fulfilment. If substantial 
progress had been made at any 
time during these last fifteen 
years, it can be said, without 
too great an indulging’ in pessi- 
mism, that much of it has now 
been lost. The very instruments 
of peace are turning valueless in 
the hands of their creators. 
Understandings which were 
aimed to provide a breathing 
space, during which solider 
foundations for lasting amity

Tt is the fear that, it cannot 
which is giving rise to the 
suspicions of the present day, 
and it is that fear which is con: 
tributing so largely to the 
instability of political _con- 
ditions. "The distrust which 
has been created by the me- 
thods by which the several 
nations have sought to avert 
the consequences of the present 
economic depression has largely 
been responsible for the alarm 
so apparent in the world to-day 
It_may be that, as the world 
progresses further out | of the 
slough of despond in which it 
is so badly mired  to-d 
better outlook upon intern:

The important ‘argument of 
Sir John Simon's speech fay in 
its clear revelation of the 
German Government's deliberate 
use of an external gesture 
to achieve domestic political 
object. ‘Baron von Neurath has 
shown that the withdrawal from 
the League was linked with a 
spectacular plan for consolidat- 
ing the present Nazi hegemony. 
Sir John “Simon bluntly con: 
demned Herr Hitler’s gratuitous 
appeal to the electorate as th 
product of shock tactics. ‘That 
eing so it ig unnecessary to 
waste much time over the parti- 
cular turn in the disarmament 
discussions which — Germany 
ostensibly seized upon to explain 
her “walk-out.” Nor is this sur- 
prising for,’ after all, Herr 
Hitler's programme all along was 
based on hostility to the League. 
However different the problem 
of Germany's relations with the 
outside world may have appeared 
to him on assumption of office, 
it is reasonable to imagine that, 
as in domestic policy, he felt 
impelled for the time’ being to 
keep that item nominally to the 
fore. Thus the withdrawal was 
no mere sudden impulse but a 
calculated stroke of — tactical 
significance, ‘The embarrassing 
utterances of the egregious 
General Goering show that the 
Chancellor has no easy task in 
curbing his extremists. Patience 
with Germany has still to be the 
watchword. Yet, of course, so 
long as aggressive oratory belies 
what is believed to be the 

incerely pacific aims of Herr 
Hitler and Baron von Neurath, 
so long is it impossible for the 
rest of the world to be easy in 
regard to the observance. of 
German obligations. In thus

Just as 
eel, in the days of his leader- 
ship, broke away from the pure 
Toryism of his followers by 
raising the standard of Liberal 
Conservatism, so Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin for the last five years 
‘or more has been developing a 
























































over the Empire Free Trade 
issue, stimulated as its virulence 
was by the personal animosities 
of Lord Rothermere and Lord 
Beaverbrook, It has been accen- 
tuated by Conservative opposi- 
tion to the Government's Indian 
policy with which Mr, Baldwin 
ix more closely identified than 
even Mr. Ramsay MacDonald or 
Sir John Simon. So far Mr. 
Baldwin has been able to retain 
his position, but the size of the 
dissenting camp has made it 
impossible to regard the Con- 
servative Party as a united 
organisation. East Fulham told 
the inevitable tale of disunity. 
It looks as if Mr. Baldwin hi 
decided to take the bold step 
(for which there is plenty of 
precedent) of throwing _ his 
weight into a progressive group 
which he feels is the only way 
of preserving the country from 
ja landslide in favour of advanced 
socialism.

Whether the method of 
Subscribing to the Central Fund 
will be by monthly payments, as 
so well proposed by certain 
correspondents, or by lump sum 
donations must be left for the 
individual to determine. British 
Shanghailanders are so trained 
generous expression of their 
practical sympathy for their less 
fortunate fellow-citizens that no 
anxiety is felt for the success of 
the appeal. One of its great 
advantages lies in the fact that 
it now enables the various ener- 
fgetic folk, who have been 
planning special entertainments 
Jor other devices for raising 
money for the unemployed, to g0 
ahead with their schemes. They 
‘will, perhaps, be further helped 
if, without ‘delay, the liaison 
necessary’ to bring non-British 
foreign ‘unemployed within the 
‘scope of the public's generosity 
be established.

subject of more than general 
criticism. But, fortunately, _ it 
is possible to take a broader 
view. Apart altogether from 
the illogicality of selecting one 
special form of entertainment 
for condemnation and leaving 
alone the numerous other daily 
means of relaxation in which 
Shanghai, in common with the 
rest of the world, is disposed to 
indulge, it may at once be said 


















































that those who can afford to 
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the first to respond appropriate- 
lly to the calls of charity. It is 
right that they should be, for, 
‘they have the wherewithal to 
flatter their kindly emotions.’ 
‘The confusion of thought here is 
the outcome of an imperfect 
appreciation of the reason 
which led in war-time to the 
restriction of “luxury” trades. 
In the existing slump, action 
which would discourage organis- 
led sport or entertainment might 
itself contribute to the widening 
lof the area of distress and thus 
defeat the very object of the 
relief movement. It is important

{be curried too far. ‘The methods 
of raising money for the unem- 
ployed will probably include an

the attempt to give even the 
most desperate unemployed 
citizen a taste, of seasonable 
dissipation is itself a recogni- 
tion of the value of good cheer 
in preserving the morale of the 
community. ‘The appeal now 
made for funds to relieve un- 
employment will surely meet 
with an effective response. It 
‘will be strengthened by "the 
Central Committee's attention to 
‘the need for an analytical ex.

He was what 
was termed “a co-ordinating 
officer to the iaternatfonal forces 
here. The title was easy to 
devise. Its functions were by 
no theans easy to perform. 
Success or failure depended on 
no special knowledge of military 
strategy or even of tactical pr 
blems.” The personality of the 
officer’ was, in fact, the chief 
consideration, It was known 
that the Brigadier (as General 
Fleming then was) had had a 
year’s experience of Shanghai 
and had taken a keen interest in 
the defence arrangments of the 
International Settlement. Tt was 
noted that he had a knack of 
“mixing” with the various com- 
munities—Mrs. Floming, already 
in England, must be given some 
credit on that seore, by reason 
lof her original French national- 
ity—but even then the manner 
of his handling of so suddenly 
tense a crisis as that of January, 
1932, could not be judged except 
by the event. ‘The event gave a 
triumphant verdict: as everyone 
knows, General Fleming's un- 
affected consultation the 
other commanders, his plain 
Jcommonsense and ‘shrewd _per- 
ception, combined with timely 
firmness, helped to create an 
immediate sense of confidence. 
His conduct of military affairs, 
in cloze co-operation with the 
civil authorities, played a great: 
part in steering the Scttlement 
peacefully through one of the big 
crises in its chequered history. 
On that account alone Shang- 
hai feels itself specially indebted 
to him. Tt is filting therefore 
that, on the day of his departure, 
the debt should again be put on 
record, if only because Shanghai 
likes to feel that its extremity 
gave the British Government the 



































keep money -in circulation on 
their own pleasures are usually 
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opportunity of realising the 
worth of the commander of the 
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British forces here. General 
Fleming goes on half-pay and 
his next appointment will depend 
‘on the vicissitudes with which 
icers in his position are 
familiar. There js no disposition 
to believe that those vicissitudes 
il be obdurate in closing the 
military career of one who has 
served his country and Shanghai 
so well. At all events he take 
with him the gratitude of ev 
‘one in Shanghai, the esteem of 
foreign and Chinese residents 
alike and the heartiest of good 
wishes for his welfare. in 
England—or wherever the fates 
may lead him, His recent pro- 
motion gave the greatest pleas- 
ure to all his, friends. Without

hai's view on this matter, it 
would have been he, No-one 
has been better seized of the 


heaviness of the charge involved 
in’ the maintenance of the 
Settlement’ integrity. His ap- 
preciation of the admirable work 
Performed by the Settlement 
Police and volunteers in this 
respect has, it is understood,

Specially associated with 
General Fleming are the 93rd 
Highlanders and their Colonel 
for they came post-haste to 
Shanghai for the second time in 
the emergency of 1932 and they 
Jater came on their third and 
longest visit as part of the 
‘arrison which they leave to-day. 
hirteen years ayo Colonel 
Bennett himself was on the staff 
at Lahore. Most of his com- 
‘mand are however going to India 
for the first time. They go to 
Rawalpindi, a station famous in 
the annals of the British Army. 
‘They go to a country where 
their battalion, fresh from 
honours in the Crimea, acquitted 
itself, with undying renown at 
Lucknow, in Colin Campbell’s 
historic relief seventy-six years 
ago. In that heroic enterprise 
were the Sikh Cavalry fighting 
for the Raj against which, only 
seven years before, their nation 
had been in grim and dauntless 
array. At Rawalpindi the 93rd 
will be in the Sikhs’ own Punjab 
and thus renewing an old com- 
radeship in arms. No British 
regiment in recent years has had 
80 extended a knowledge of 
China. ‘Three times have the 
98rd’ Highlanders landed in 
Shanghai. ‘They have known 
Hankow, Peking, Tientsin, Wei- 
haiwei, Chinwangtao and Hong- 

















kong, They have — supplied 
‘guards for the Yangtze steamers, 
‘They leave behind them an 


officer of theirs at Shanghai, 
Peking and Hongkong respec: 
tively. They go. to. India a 
seasoned, tried battalion and, as 
. Rawalpindi is in the Northern 
Command, on which lies the 
primary duty of guarding the 
North-West Frontier, their 
present move may bring them 
service in an arena where their 
ancestral traditions of mountain 
warfare can find renewed lustre. 
Here the 93rd Highlanders have 
been resolute guardians of the 
‘Peace and picturesque assets to 
the life of a place of many 
colours and nationalities. Both 
officers and men have followed 
Shanghai sporting routine with 
a never-flagging zest. They have 
been assiduous as hosts and 
delightful as guests, Their 
musical genius has been ever at 
Shanghai's disposal and has 
Won approval from crities who 
insist on criticising with know- 
ledge of what music is. May 
they have a safe passage on the 
old Neuralia and the happiest of 
Christmases in Rawalpindi! 
Shanghai will toast them, as it 
does now, at that festive time. 
To. the General. to the Colonel 
and to the Battalion goodbye is 
said with regret, every expres- 
sion of lively regard and a salute 
Which, borrowing the 93rd's 
motto, asks each of them not to 
forget his Shanghai friends.

STARTLING STATEMENT 
BY SOVIET LEADER 


British Eyewitness’ Report of 
War Preparations 


Tokyo, Nov, 8 

‘The startling statements made by 
M. Molotov, Chairman of the Coun- 
‘ci_of Peoples’ Commissars on the 
occasion of the 16th anniversary of 
the Bolshevik revolution, on Novem- 
6, that the Soviet Union was “fully 
prepared for the possibility of 
tuexpected attack by Japan,” 
that “the duty of the Red’ Army 
would be simple, namely the com. 
plete destruction of the enemy,” 
have aroused the resentiment of the 
Japanese, who take the Soviet att 
tude as an “unnecessary incitement 
‘of public sentiment of Japan.” 

While official circles are maintain- 
ing’ silence regarding the matter, 
some’ are inclined to think ‘that « 
fixed Japanese foreign policy. to- 
wards the Soviet is of utmost, im- 
portance at the present juncture, 
and that, the nation should not be 
influenced only by persons who de-

HOSPITAL 


Sir Miles Lampson Unveils 
Fs Tablet 


Peking, Nov. 10. 
Sir Miles Lampson was _ the 
central figure in an interesting 
‘ceremony here to-day, when a tablet 
at the new buildings of the British 








Benevolent Hospital, outside the 
Hatamen Gate, was unveiled in the 
presence of ‘some 50 Britons, in- 





eluding many members of the staf 
fof the British Legation and their 
wives. Bish ris, Chaplain of 
the British Legation,” who took a 
prominent part in the ceremony, 
delivered a brief speech in the course 
‘of which he recounted the history 
of the hospital, which is now being 
rebuilt near the original site it has 
‘occupied sinee Boxer times, when 
it was first opened, 

The new buildings ave being 
erected with funds subscribed almost 
tentirely by the British community: 
here. ‘The Hospital ig run solely. 
for the benefit of impoverished 
Chinese in need of medical treat 
ment and: Bishop Norris mentioned 
that about 20,000 cases ure treated 
a year. Tho nospital was founded 
by" one of the. medical officers 
aitached to the British Legation and 
fhas been doing good work sinc 
Boxer times: Dr, Doavias Gray, who 
took a keen interest in the work, 
gave years of his time and expended 
Tange sums of his own money to keep 
the institution open. 


‘The architect of the new buildings 
is Mr. Deane, and the selection of 
the site has” been made by Dr. 
Aspland, the present medical officer 
of the British Legation, to whom 
the hospital is in debt a’ great deal 
of hard work in connection with the 
raising of funds to carry out the 
work. 

Sir Miles Lampson, in. unveling 
the tablet, spoke of the valuable worh 
done by ‘the hospital and referred 
in appreciative terms to the devotion 
that had made the erection of the 
new buildings possible. 

This morning's ceremony was in 
the nature. of a private gathering of 
those chiefly responsible for sub- 
seribing the funds, and a more 
format ceremony will take place 
‘when the buildings have been com: 
pleted and the offical «pening is

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VISIT TO SOUTH FUKIEN 
AFTER TWO YEARS 


Improvements and Changes 
Noted 
From Our Own Conresvoxnest 


Amoy. Fu, Nov. 1. 
It is over two years since the! 
writer visited this. part of the 
country and « few impressions may 
be of interest. Coining down to 
Amoy via Formosa there was. an 
opportunity to spend a day in Foo- 
chow about the beginning of Octo- 
ber. At that time there was’ the 
greatest anxiety among Chinese and 
figners_on account. of the Red 
invasion of the northern part of the 
Province, A few days before my. 
Visit hundreds of Chinese had fled. 
to. Shanghai, “paying exorbitant 
prices for necommodation on an 
lent ‘steamer. A number of mis 
aries had been foreed to come 
down to Foochow from the interior, 
and one got the impression. that| 
ife and work up country was very 
dangerous. A friend told me that 
ten years ‘ago it was quite possible 
to travel by’ road all the way from 
Foochow to Nanchang in’ Kiangsi,| 
but that for several years now that} 
whole part of the country has been| 
infested with bandits and Reds.| 
For the uninitiated it ix hard to 
distinguish between these two. 

Tn spite of the disturbed. state 
of the country roads are being built 
and communications are improving 
gradually. At the time of my visit 
work was proceeding rapidly ona 
road from ‘the city of Foochow' to 
the port" at Pagoda Anchorage, 
about twelve miles distant, The 
road is being built by the 19th Route 
Army, largely to make them inde- 
pendent of the Navy, which controls 
the water route fronl the Anchorage 
to the city. Informetion in Foochow, 
and Amoy indicates. that ‘before 
long, perhaps in November, the road 
from Foochow’ to," Bmoy’ wile 
‘open to traffic, and it is hoped that} 
it willsthen be pose'ble to get from 
‘one city to the other by motor bus 
in about eight to ten hours. Such

besides the change of rulership, 
by death, from experienced to 





exceedingly youthful hand 
Francis Humphrys, now British 
Ambassador at Baghdad, was 


the first British Mii 
Kabul under the Treaty 
Rawalpindi, His righthand 
‘man, and Counsellor at Kabul 
(now Sir) Richard 
who is now the 

Minister to the 
Afghan Court. Sir Francis will 
remember that difficult crisis in 
1928 when his new Legation ws 
subject to the fire of the rebels 
against King Amanullah and the 
R.A.F, aeroplanes so wonderfull 
and smoothly evacuated the w 
men and children at Christm 

time. It is to be hoped that Sir 
Richard will not have to fw 
similar excitements but it, mu: 
‘be remembered that, in Afghan 
istan, dynastic changes are 
seldom — unaccompanied by. 
bloodshed. In the fanatical 
uprising consequent on the clash 
of rival claimants the few 
foreign representatives in Kabul 
are likely to be in some danger. 
Confronted himself by the prob- 
Tems of the beginning of a new 
reign at Baghdad, Sir Francis 
will be sympathetically _ponder- 
ing over the course of events in 
his old haunts, where he made 
his first big jump up the official 
ladder. oe 


It is curious that King Nadir 
Shah's end should come on th 
eve of Armistice Day for, hor 
ever much credit is due to him 
for his able conduct of affairs 
as occupant of the Barakzai 
throne, his own rise to pr 
minence was in part the outcome 
of unsuccessful attempts to 
involve Afghanistan in the Great 
War. His death has been in 
accord with a fierce tradition of 
violence. And, also curious; 
Afghanistan's ‘own rise to the 
dignity.of a kingdom was 
in the name of the great Nadir 
Shah—a compound of marked 
ability and terrible cruelty—who, 
after saving Persia from an 
Afghan invasion, assumed the. 
royal state for himself and ex- 
tended his dominions into the 
‘Moghul domain by a spectacular 
Anvasion of India, and the looting 
of Delhi, whence Shabjehan’s 
peacock ‘throne was taken back’ 
to Teheran. 


Nadir Shah's bodyguard con- 
sisted of 8,000 Abdali horsemen 
commanded by the Afghan 
Ahmad Khan’ who wrested 
‘Afghanistan (Kandahar, Kabul 
and Peshawar) from Nadir 
Shah’s Governor, conquered 
‘Afghan Turkestan’ and Kashmir 
and overran the Punjab. Finally 
by the victory of Panipat in 1761, 
Ahmad Shah, as his kingship 
made him, defeated the 
Mahrattas and thus consolidated 
his relations with the Moghul 
Emperor into whose family he 
married his son and heir, Timur, 
‘Troubles came on the domain of 
Ahmad Shah soon after his 
death. ‘Timur was no strong 
man, "Disintegration set in. The 
prop of Timur’s son, Prine 
Zaman, who became in 
2793, was Painda Khan, the 
chief of the Barakzai ‘tribe. 
Zaman treated Painda Khan 
badly and executed him in 1801. 
In revenge Painda’s son Fateh 
Khan joined with Zaman's uncle 
against the Shah. Zaman was 
defeated, captured and blinded. 
‘He escaped to Ludhiana and 
ended his days there as a 
pensioner of the Honourable 
East India Company. 

‘The new Shah was soon re- 
placed, after an insurrection, by 
avbrother who lost Sind and 
Khor: Fateh Khan was 
dismissed "from the post of 
Wazir but he retaliated by’ 
joining with his brother Dost. 
‘Mahommed to release the de- 
posed Shah and send the usurper 
to’ join Zaman at Ludhiana, 
Fateh Khan thus became the 
virtual ruler of Afghanistan.

He was the eldest of 21 sons of 
Painda. Khan. For several 
[years they fought for the supre- 
fmacy—a preoccupation which 
Tost them much of their territory 
to the Sikhas of the Punjab. In 
1826 "Dost Mahommed became 
“Amirul-Muamin” or lord of 
the faithful—in short Amir—of 
Afghanistan and thus really 
started the present dynasty. In 
treaty alliance with the British 
after the Sikh Wars had 
given the Punjab to British 
India, Dost Mahommed ruled 
Afghanistap firmly until hi 
peaceful death in 1867. His son, 
Sher Ali, received @ 
m whieh extended to the 
cluded Herat. “Sher 
me into conflict with the 
British and on his death, his 
son Yakub made the Treaty of 
Gandamak, by. whieh it was 
understood that a British re- 
presentative should be establish- 
led at Kabul. Sir Louis Cavagn: 
‘was chosen by Queen” Victoria 
for the post. He and his escort 
were murdered at Kabul and the 
British forces under General 
(afterwards Earl) | Roberts 
exacted the penalty. ‘The Amir 
Yakub was sent to Lahore as a 
prisoner. He and his family 
Femained there as pensioners of 
the Government of India and 
some of them still draw that 
‘Allowance. During the | Great 
War an aitempt was made to 
exploit some of the younger 
members of the family but a 
quick transfer from Lahore wa 
made and the effort petered out. 


























‘The vacant throne of Afghanis 
fan in 1880, was offered to 
Abdur Rahman, the son of Dost 
Mahommed’s eldest son. He was 
the ablest man who ever sat on 
the throne. He made Afghanis- 
tan a stron buffer state between 
India and Russia and his reign 
of 17 years was a notable one in 
Afghan annals. The Amir 
Habibullah who succeeded his 
father in 1901,was at first lack- 
ing in grip ‘and inclined to 
intrigue with the  Afridis. 
Under him, however, the Dang 
Mission was received and the 
now famous Durand Line was 
confirmed as the boundary be- 
tween Afghanistan and India, 
The Amir Habibullah’s greatest 
achievement cost him his life— 
it was that unwavering refi 
respond to Turkish and German 
suggestions that Afghanistan 
should join in the Great War on 
their side. Habibullah remain- 
ed and kept Afghanistan strictly 
neutral. This is where the story 
{s logically brought into contact 
with Inst week's murder. 
































‘The Turco-German Mission! 
which reached Kabul in October, 
1915, was headed by a brilliant 
German diplomat-soldier, Captain| 
von Hentig who is remembered 
to-day in China as a member of| 
the German Legation staff at 
Peking before the War. Captain 
von Hentig took with him a 
Graft treaty between Afghanistan 
id Germany, but judging from| 
his own account he was all along 
well aware of the virtual im- 
possibility of his task. He never- 
theless made a very fine effort—| 
from the German and Turkish 
point of view—and it is doubtful 
if any other man could have push- 
Jed the astute Habibullah so near- 
ly over the brink.  Captain| 
Hentig’s party included another| 
German officer, Captain Niedes 
meyer and certain Indians among] 
whom was Mahendra Pratap, 
now so notorious in his anti. 
British activities in Japan, and| 
then a member of the so-called 
“Provisional Government of| 
India” “ensconced in Kabul 
[Mahendra Pratap was a talukdar| 
of Oudh and allied by marriage| 
to an Indian Maharaja. Captai 
von Hentig and his German col- 
league finally left Kabal in dis-| 
gust but the Indians remiained to| 
carry on intrigues with the sedi-| 
tionists in India. These efforts| 
eventually materialised in the| 
Panjab, Rebellion of 1019, s0 to 
iat extent, but posthumously as 
it" were, the ‘Toreo-German’ ad- 
venture ‘was not in vain. 























Habibullah, however, was not 
without opposition among _his| 
lown people. Chief of the sup- 
porters of the German proposals 
was General Nadir Khan, the 
Amir’s kinsman, and 'Com- 
mander-in-Chief. "With General 
Khan were associated| 
Prince Nasrulla Khan, the Amir's| 
brother and Prince Amanullah, 
the Amir’s third son. Moreover 
ithe mother of Prince Amanullah 
jwas also in the movement which 
eventually developed into, a 
ftreasonable conspiracy. Baulked 
Jot their idea of joining in the 
War, the conspirators managed to| 
jzct the Amir murdered while he 
fwas on a shooting trip at Lagh- 
man. ‘The time was well-chosen. 
Prince Inayatullah, the heir ap-| 
parent, was with ‘the Court at 
Jalalabad. He was a firm up- 
holder of his father’s policy but} 
by no means inclined for excite- 
ment, Prince Nasrullah Khan had 
no difficulty in proclaiming him- 
self Amir. But he reckoned with-| 
fout the Army. ‘The troops were 
Turious at the assassination of| 
the Amir who had been popular 
with them. Prince Amanull 
Jastutely took advantage of his 
fown position as officiating Gover- 
nor of Kabul to assemble the 
chief mullahs and officers and_on 
February 28—eight days after 
his father’s death—was proclaim- 
led Amir at Kabul. Meanwhile’ 
the troops had arrested their 
lown Commander-in-Chief, Gen- 
feral Nadir Khan. ‘The new Amir 
[summoned Princes Nasrulla and| 
Inayatullah to Kabul where they) 
rendered homage to him. By 
breaking with precedent and re- 
fusing to execute his rival but} 
fellow-conspirators the new Amir 
was helped in placating public 
opinion. He consoled Nadir Khan| 
{for the loss of the Commander-in- 
Chiefship by appointing _him| 
Governor of Khost. The appoint-| 
ment had a touch of exile about 
it too. When in the further at- 
tempt’ to consolidate public sup- 
port the Amir embarked on the 
invasion of India, he was glad of 
General Nadir Khan's leadership|
